Edmonton  and  Calgary  have  seml-

Post  OIBoo  Work 

The  postal  situation  is  receivlniT 
much'  of  Mr.  Robertson's  attention. 
Postal  employees  numbering  more 
than  7S  have  been  hired  to  replace 
■trlklng  •mpi^yees  who  have  been 
dlaoharged  for  refusing  to  obey  Mr. 
Roberston's  command  to  return  to 
work.  Nearly  all  of  the  nAw  employees 
fought  for  Canada  In  the  war.  Sim- 
ilar action  has  been  promised  by  the 
Labor  Minister  if  the  railway  mall 
clerks  who  strucK  last  night  fall  to  re- 
t>ort  for  duty  "within  a  short  time." 
Mr.  Robinson  Intimated  today  that 
irimllar  action  may  be  necessary  in 
»ther  parts  of'th«  Dominion. 

The  city  council  met  today  to  liear 
*  report  from  the  transportation  com- 
mlttee.upon  the  question  of  immediate 
resumption  of  street  car  operations. 
^The .  committee  was  not  ready  to  re- 
pert.  It  may  be  heard  from  to- 
morrow. 

Recent  statements  by  labor  alder- 
Aien  and  other  labor  leaders  that 
jUnembera  of  the  Winnipeg  citlaens' 
eammlttee  would  not  "soil  their 
panda,"  to  help  the  city  maintain  Its 
pubtio  services,  received  a  response 
this  afternoon.  A  oommunication  was 
received  at  the  council  meeting  stat- 
iBg  that  100  or  more  members  of  the 
Cltl|ens'  committee  would  personally 
Join  with  other  volunteers  tomorrow 
In  collecting  and  transporting  garliage 
and   otherwise   eleanUig.  up  tht   city. 

Federal  Government  '  officials  who 
bave  denounced  the  strike  leaders  as 
revolutionists  said  they  were  not 
alarmed  at  the  efforts  to  obtain 
•ympathetio  support.  They  pointed 
out  that  ten  days  ago  the  strike  foroes 
nawapaper  here  officially  announced 
that  the  Calgary  strike  would  be  gen- 
•ral.  At  the  council  meeting  Monday 
Bight  a  labor  repHMMrttative  said  the 
Calgary  walkout  was  general.  Press 
dispatches  yesterday  and  today  direct- 
ly contradict  this. 

The  nrst  formal  Indication  of  pos* 
■Ible  action  by  the  Domlnioiv  Parlia- 
ment  was  r«ceived  here  this  after- 
noon. A  meeaage  front  Major  U. 
Andrews,  Winnipeg  member  of  the 
f>tdsml  House  of  Commons  was  rc- 
•etvsd  by  Mayor  Oray.  In  which  Mr. 
Andrews  asked  that  an  outline  of  the 
Qollectlve  bargaining.  Issue  be  sent  to 
aim  Immediately. 
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CALGART.  May, 2 8.— Almost  nor- 
mal conditions  prevail  here  despite 
the  strike  which  has  taken  approxi- 
mately fifteen  hundred  laboring  men 
from  the  ranks  of  Industry.  The 
only  development  of  the  past  twenty- 
four  hours  of  any  note  has  been  the 
decision  of  the  brotherhood  of  rail- 
way workers,  including  freight  hand- 
I  lers,  clerks  and  baggagemen,  to  Join 
hands  with  the  strikers. 

ThO'  electrical  workers,  telephone 
operators  and  commercial  telegraph- 
*era  have  voted  against  a  strike.  All 
city  utilities  are  operating.  Postal 
volunteer "  workers  axe  *  sorting ~  'mail 
and, also  are  handling  some  express 
matter. 

The  pos^l  service  is  again  normal 
in  many  respects.  The  volunteers 
are  proving,  meet  efficient  workers, 
having  got  down  to  business  without 
delay,  and  the  stacks  of  mail  are 
moving  again.  The  carpenters  and 
bricklayers  voted  on  the  strike  ques- 
tion, 'deciding  not  to  go  out.  It  is 
stated  that  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  these  unions  voted  against 
striking. 

The  local  express  companies  are 
giving  a  limited  service. 

The  conditions  In  Edmonton  are 
said  to  be  growing  more  serious.  It 
is  stated  that  no  bread  or  milk  Is 
being  delivered  in  that  dty  except  to 
strikers. 

Calgary  remains  tranquil,  'and  the 
cltixens'  committee  is  growing  in 
membership. 

Some  of  the  miners  of  district  18 
who  went  on  strike  are  reported  to 
be  returning  to  work. 

VOTEMME 


Are  Easily  Set  Aside 


Statements  Made  Before  Industrial  Relations  Com- 
mission Show  That  They  Are   Not  Always 
,    ^  Respected— Winnipeg  Telegraphers  Furnish 
r*     "    Glaring  Instance  of  Bad  Faith 
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TORONTO,  May  28.— Work  creates 
work — that  is  the  point  the  men  in 
the  Hhop  do  not  get.  said  T.  A.  Rus- 
sell to  the  InMustrlal  relations  com- 
mlsMon  today.  He  declared  that  or- 
ganized labor  must  bring  some  con- 
servative plan  which  would  avoid  the 
limitation  of  pfoduction  before  they 
would  l9e  welcomed  with  open  arms 
by  the  Employers- 
John  Doggett  declared  workers 
were  losing  hope  in  the  present  sys- 
tem of  society. 

T.  A.  Russell,  of  the  Russell  Motor 
Company,  declared  that  ther«  was  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  employers 
to  get  to  the  bottom  of  labor  diffi- 
culties. In  his  opinion,  the  unrest 
was  due  in  part  to  a  laudable  desire 
of  everyone  to  Improve  his  position. 

During  the  war  there  had  been 
universal  employment  at  high  wages. 
There  was  now  unemployment  among 
skilled  labor.  His  company  had  em- 
ployed 8,000  on  munitions  work. 
They  now  had  850  on  bicycle  work 
and  260  on  motor  truck  work,  or  800 
altogether.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
they  would  reach  1,000  or  1,500  on 
'motor  work.  The  manufacturers,  he 
said,  were  reluctant  to  welcome 
unions  with  open  arms  until  organ- 
ised labor  came  frankly  out  on  the 
question  of  limitation  of  production. 
and  as  long  as  there  were  sympa- 
thetic strikes. 

<Slionld  Respect  Agreement 

"If  I  enter  Into  an  agreement  with 
my  men,"  he  said,  "I  have  the  right 
to  expect  that  they  will  remain  at 
work  unless  they  have  a  grievance." 
Neither  employers  nor  employees 
alone  had  been  to  blame  In  the  past. 
The  elhployers  had  paid  attention 
too  closely  to  keeping  wages  down 
and  employees  to  getting  them  up, 
without  an  eye  to  the  vital  matter  oC  |  *»*^- 
production.  The  present  strike,  lie 
thought,  would  set  back  the  relations 
between  the  employer  and  employed 
for  years.  It  was  not  called  on  ac- 
count of  any  grievance  or  urgency  of 
the  men  working  in  the  shops,  but 
was  an  outside  matter. 

Mr.  Bruce:  "What  was  the  grier- 
aneeT"  » 

Mr.  Russell:  "They  hadn't  any. 
What  might  t>e  real  grievances  are 
unemployment,  sickness  and  old  sge. 
where  the  man  Is  unable  to  take  care 
of  himself." 

Wtth  regard  to  Industrial  counclLi 
with  the  rpooKnItlon  ot  the  workers, 
Mr.  Russell  raid  he  was  sympathetic 
to  the  proposal,  but  he  thought  It 
was  n  matter  In  whieh  they  shouM 
hasten  slowly:  K  was  no  aasy  job. 

There  shoald  be,  in  his  view,  jns 
Interference  with  leadership,  and  a 
guarantee  that  control  must  remain 
In  the  hands  of  the  capitalists.  The 
laborer   could     go  slsswbers   If     his 
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employment  did   not  suit  him,  while 
Invested  capital  could  not. 

It  was  a  mistake  to  limit. below  48 
hours  the  week's  working  hours,  both 
from  a  national  and  from  the  men's 
standpoint. 

Csoaes  of  Unrest 

John  Doggett,  secretary  of  the  in- 
dustrial council  of  the  building 
trades,  declared  unrest  to  be  due  to 
the  workers'  fears  of  old  age,  for 
which  there  was  no  provision,  and  to 
the  way  profiteers  had  run  wild  in 
Canada. 

"The  workers  are  losing  hope  In 
the  present  system  of  society,"  he 
added.  "What  was  wanted  was  co- 
operation  and   cO-ordlnatlon. 

Mr.  Doggett  accused  employers  of 
lack  of  interest  in  technical  training. 

"As  long  as  tbey  could  get  me- 
chanics in  England."  he  said,  "they 
did  not  bother  about  making  me- 
chanics In  Cangda." 

"When  men  cannot  get  by  legisla- 
tion what  they  desire  then  their 
minds  are  turned  into  the  channel 
that  fhey  will  get  It  by  force,"  de- 
clared James  Ounri,  who  thought  the 
laborer  was  not  getting  a  sufficiency 
of   the   world's   goods. 

The  unrest  he  found  due  in  part  to 
insecurity  of  employment  aftd  the 
abrogation  of  civil  liberties;  the  in- 
terference with  the  right  of  free 
speech  and  of  public  assemblies  by 
order-ln-councll.  Adother  cause  was 
the  petty  tyrannies  of  foremen.  Re- 
cognition of  unions,  removal  of  the 
uncertainty  of  'employment,  and  so- 
cial insurance  were  things  that  would 
help  to  overcome  ugrest.  He  ob- 
jected that  the  onus  'for  strikes  was 
too  often  placed  oii  the  workers. 
Sometimes  strikes  we^e  defensive,  :to 
protect  what  -the  workmen   formerly 


Rev.  J.  C.  Hodgins,'  Unitarian,  of 
Brantford,  asserted  that  labor  must 
give  up  the  principle,  "ourselves 
alone."*  Tbo  'often  It  .  was  tyraniiy 
pure  and  simple.  Class  benefits  were 
the  guidlKg '  principle.  *  Strike  was 
nothing  but  the  old  foolish  ordeal  of 
battle.  No  group  could  1>e  allowed  to 
ignore  society  and  set  up  a  govern- 
ment within  a  government.  Profits 
wers- the  llfeblood  of  industry;  abol- 
ish them  and  you  abolish  civilisation.

Trades  and  L^bor  Council  Re- 
fers Question  of  Sympa- 
thetic Movement  to  Unions 
— Sunday  Night  Is  Limit. 


VANCOUVER,  May  28.— Union 
workers  of  Vancouver  will  decide  be- 
fore Sunday  night  at  nine  o'clock 
whether  they  will  declare  a  general 
strike. 

This  decision  was  reached  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Trades  and  L«bor 
Council  toMlght,  wherein  the  dele- 
gates declared  that  such  a  course 
>vas  necessary  in  view  of  the  action 
of  the  Oovernment  fn  respect  to 
striking  postal  and  municipal  em- 
ployees, and  In  Its  opposition  to  col- 
lective bargaining."     '"  .  <'•    "         » 

In  preparation  for  the  ultimatum 
a  strike  vote  committee  was  appoint- 
ed. This  body  will  meet  Thursday 
night  to  fix  the  date  on  which  the 
local  strike  will  become  effective.  If 
local  unions  ratify  ths  proposed  walk- 
out. 

From  the  stand  taken  tonight  the 
Impending  strike  Is  solely  In  oppo- 
sition to  the  Federal  Qovemment's 
attitude  toward  organised  labor. 
There  is  no  expressed  dissatisfaction 
In  respect  to  the  relation  between 
local  workers  and  employees. 

Should  the  Impending  vote  return 
a  majority  in  favor  of  a  strike.  It  Is 
believed  that  most  of  the  dissenting 
locals  will  bow  to  the  will  of  the 
majority. 

While  the  session  tonight  was  of  a 
closed  order.  It  was  admitted  later 
that  the  caucus  was  about  "60-60" 
for  and  against  the  stand.  It  was 
finally  agreed  that  conditions  war- 
ranted specific  action  on  the  part  of 
Vancouver  employees,  and  to  this  end 
the  decision  to  allow  each  affiliated 
local  union  to  vote  what  action  the 
various  organisations  favor.

NEW  RECOIID  SET 
FOR  GULF  FUEHT 

Vancouver     Aeroplane     Flies 
and  Bfeaks'  Inter-Ctty 
Record  by  Two  Minutes  on 
Return  Journey. 


VANCOUVER,  B.C..  May  28.— Set- 
ting  a  new  record  In  trans-Oeorglan 
Oulf  flights,  Lieut.  £.  o.  Hall,  of 
Vancouver,  and  Sergt.-Major '  Watson, 
of  Victoria,  as  a  passenger,  made  the 
return  trip  from  Victoria  to  Minorii 
Park  In  an  Aerial  League  plane  In  40 
minutes  tonight. 

Ueut.  Hall  and  Lieut  G.  H.  Foy 
flew  from  Vancouver  to  Victoria, 
leaving  Minoru  Park  at  6:16  o'clock 
this  afternoon,  arriving  on  the  Island 
In  exactly  one  hour,  and  delivered  a 
letter  of  greeting  from  the  Vancou- 
ver Board  of  Trade  to  the  Victoria 
Board  of  Trade. 

Leaving  Lieut.  Foy  In  Victoria, 
Lieut.  Hall  started  on  the  return  trip 
at  7:58  o'clock  this  evening,  arriving 
at  Lulu  Island  at  8:83  p.m.  ' 

The  time  made  by  Lieut.  Hall  low- 
ered the  record  of  42  minutes  set  i>y 
the  Victoria  branch  of  the  League  a 
few  days  ago.  According  to  George 
Inaylor,  president  of  tho  Vancouver 
League,  the  aviators  had  Intended  to 
remain  In  Victoria  overnight,  return- 
ing early  in  the  morning.  Thq  report 
that  the  plane  had  left  for  the.  Main- 
land tonight  caused  cenelderabie  sur- 
prise, 4s  a  strong  southwestern  gale 
was  blowing  in  the  GuU.  Consider- 
able anxiety  was  felt  for  the  safety  of 
the  airmen. 

This  was  Lieut.  Ernest  Hall's  first 
visit  here  In  two  years.  After  gain- 
ing a  nam'%  for  himself  here  In  vari- 
ous branches  of  sport  he  entered  the 
aviation  service  and  was  highly  suc- 
cessful, being  detained  in  Canada  as 
an  instructor.  He  went  to  France 
and  was  later  reported  missing.  A(ter 
being  given  up  aa  dead,  Lieut.  Hall 
was  next  heard  from  In  a  German 
prison  camp.  He  had  been  shot 
'down  behind  ths  enemy's  lines.  c5n 
his  return  from  France  the  young 
aviator  made  his  home  in  Vancouver, 
where  his  parents  are  now  living.  It 
was  fitting  that  he  should  n;iake  the 
trip  here  in  an  aeroplane'  after  his 
long  absence. 

The  Vancouver  plane  brought  an 
Invitation  to  the  Editor  of  The 
Colonist  from  the  Aerial  League's 
provincial  secretary  to  attend  ths 
aviation  meet  which  is  being  held  In 
Vancouver  on  Saturday.

The  CMrman  obEmtar-proposais  to 
the  torms  df  the  treaty  of  peace  will 
In  the  openlaa  seseion  arsrue  for  the 
eitlatence  of  Oermany's  contractual 
right  to  a  peace  bafeed  on  President 
Wilson's  14  points,  because  the  En- 
tente nations  agreed  to  a  peace  on 
that  baalB  and  netttiar  Mr.  vnison  nor 
the  repreaenutlvea  of  any  other  Allied 
Government  have  since  demanded 
that  peace  be  established  on  any  other 
basis. 

The  second  section  will  deal  with 
the  contradiction  t>etWcen  the  draft  of 
the  tiroaty  and  previous  assurances 
from  Entente  statesmen  and  the  gen- 
eral ideahi  of  international  right. 

The  counter-proposals  declare  that 
the  terms  of  peace  completely  ignore 
tha  fact  that  Oermany  has  replaced 
an  "imperialistic  and  Irresponsible 
government"  by  a  strictly  democratic 
onie,  and  that  Germany  in  her  pro- 
poaala  for  a  League  of  Nations  haa 
adhered  to  the  principle  of  a  limita- 
tion of  armaments. 

"It  would  be  difficult  to  see,"  one 
aeetlott  reads,  "what  dlfTerent  condi- 
tions could  hav^  been  imposed  on  an 
iroperlalistio  government.  The  sol- 
emn assurances  of  France,  Oreat  Bri- 
tain and  President  Wilson  that  the 
peace  would  be  a  peace  of  right  and 
not  of  violence,  have  not  been  kept, 
eapecUUy  rogarding  territorial  ques- 
Uona." 

Varioos  Ohjactiomi 

The  reply  complains  that  "might 
tNsfore  right"  domJnatea  the  whole  Al- 
lied trea^. 

Objections  la  expressed  to\tfae  de- 
mand that  dormans  be  surrenderM 
for  trial  in  enemy  courts,  the  reply 
contending  that  an  Impartial  author- 
ity eniht  to  be  instituted  to  esUblish 
all  vlohitlons  of  intematloBal  law  by 
whomever  committed. 

It  is  declared  by  the  Germans  that 
although  the  speech  made  by  Presi* 
dent  wllaon  in  October,  1*16,  recog- 
nised that  responsibility  for  the  war 
rested  on  the  entire  Biiroi^ean  ayatem, 
the  treaty  requires  Germany  to  ac- 
knowledge that  she  and  her  Allies 
were  responsible  for  all  damage  suf- 
fered in  opposing  countries.  It  Is  as- 
aerted  that  it  is  Incontestable  that 
•ome  of  the  Allied  and  Associated 
powers,  such  as  Italy  and  Roumania. 
entered  the  war  for  the  sake  of  terri- 
torial coi^quest. 

The  Qerman  counter-proposals  ar- 
gue that  there  is  no  basis  of  right  for 
the  obligation  to  make  compenaatlon 
which  ia  to  be  imposed  on  Germany. 

Complaint  is  made  that  the  amount 
of  compensation  to  be  flxpd  by  a  hos- 
tile commission,  whose  powers  would 
enable  it  to  administer  Germany  as  a 
bankrupt  state.  This,  It  is  declared, 
la  incompatible  with  the  innate  right 
of  natlona 


of  NaUons 

The  statutes  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions, it  is  further  assorted,  contradict 
numerous  declarations  made  by  the 
governments  opposed  to  Germany, 
and  the  L«agt|e  is  merely  a  continua- 
tion of  the  enemy  coalition. 

It  is  added  that  there  is  no  realisa- 
tion of  a  real  League  of  Nations,  and 
that  in  its  present  form  the  League 
re-esUbllshes  in  cffeet  the  alliance  of 
ISIS. 

The  reply  mainUina  that  the  treaty 
•how*  Germany  as  a  nation  which  Is 
simply  to  be  destroyed,  and  adds: 

"This  Is  a  complete  repudiation  of 
the  idea  that  every  nation  haa  a  right 
to  exlatence  and  violates  the  right  of 
self-determination. 

The  statement  then  details  long  ob- 
jections to  the  proposed  treatment  of 
the  Saar  region.  Eupen.  Malmedy, 
Morosaet  and  Alsace,  and  the  Bamt- 
em  frontiers,  and  argues  that  the 
worst  manifestation  of  the  disregard 
of  the  right  of  self-determination  is 
the  separation  of  Danxlg  from  the 
Genaan  Empire.  Other  abrogations 
of  this  right,  as  cited  In  the  sUtement. 
la^tlde  the  reftinal  to  allow  the  mfl- 
llons  of  Qermans  In  German-Austria 
to  unite  with  Qermany.  while  other 
millions  of  Germans  are  forced  to  re- 
aiuiln  under  the  new  Cseebo-Slovak 
aute. 

The  counter-proposals  aay  that  the 
treaty  Involves  destruction  of  German 
eooaomto  lite  and  subjects  the  German 
people  to  a  flaandal  slavery  "unparal- 
leled In  tho  history  of  the  world." 

If  such  a  treaty  came  into  force,  it 
la  deelafed.  it  would  mean  a  fresh 
cataatrophe  for  the  world.  The  Ger- 
man atatenkent  adda: 

"A  dying  pMloeophy,  of  imperlalto- 
tie  and  ettattailstlc  t«ndenelee  Is  here 
oalebratlng  ita  last  tenrlblo  tHumph. 
We  appeal  to  the  Innate  right  of  men 
and  •sAtona.  ondor  whleh  the  British 
state  dovoloped.  the  Duteh  people  lib- 
erated theasaelvee;  the  North  Amerl- 
ean  nation  eatabllahed  ita  Indopen- 
deao*  and  rraaaa  ahdbk  off  its  abso- 
lutlam.  The  auatainor^  of  a  aaored  tra- 
dition «an  not  refoae  It  to  a  people 
wbleh  baa  just  won  the  power  to  live 
aeOo^Blng  to  Ita  own  free  will."

Ger- 
many will  suggest  a  system  of  inter- 
nationallxatioa  which  would  not  pre- 
vent Germany  from'  participating  In 
the  general  traffic  of  nation*. 

Concerning  territorial  queatloha  In 
the  eaat  of  Europe,  the  countar*pro- 
poaala  simply  call  the  attention  of  the 
Entente  to  the  state  at  mind  of  the 
German  populations  in  the  contested 
territories  of  Upper  Sileala  and  Eaat 
and  West  Prusaia  and  Danxlg.  These 
populationa,-lt  aays,  would  be  sure  to 
take  up  arms  in  their  own  defence  if 
they  were  to  be  annexed  to  Poland, 
and  this  might  lead  to  other  wars.

PARIS,  May  28. — Ignaoo  Jan 
Paderewski,  the  PoUah  Premier,  Had 
a.  long  conference  with  Col.  B.  >L 
House,  of  the  Amerioan  delegation, 
today,  and  will  probably  appear  bo- 
fore  the  Council  of  Four  tomorrow. 

M.  Paderewski  told  the  correspond- 
ent that  he  w«s  much  gratifled  with 
the  situation  in  Warsaw,  where  he 
had  a  perfect  understanding  with  ills 
Government.  He  added  that  ho  was 
confident  the  peace  conference  would, 
after  hearing  his  explanation  of  the 
apparent  violation  of  the  Ukrainian 
armistice,  auppcrt  the  poaltion  taken 
by  the  Polish  Diet. 

"Our  armlatlce."  said  M.  Paderew- 
ski, "is  with  Petlura's  government, 
which  is  the  real  Ukraine  Govern- 
ment, and  has  no  connection  with 
the  crowd  of  Ukraine  bandits  in  GaU- 
cla.  who  had  been  attacking  ua  and 
had  to  be  auppreaaed.  The  armistice 
with  Petlura  Is  respected,  and  peace 
negotiations  are  actually  going  on 
now  between  him  and  the  Polish 
GovernmeoL" 

He  declaied  therp  had  not  been  a 
single  pogrom  in  Poland  since  he  be- 
can:e  Premier.

L.ONX>ON,  May  28.— The  Bopwlth 
airplane  driven  by  Harry  Hawker  on 
his  unauccoMful  attempt  to  flyacrow 
the  Atlantic,  started  from  St.  John'a 
with  a  supply  of  gaaoline  of  340  gal- 
lona.  Half  this  amount  had  been 
used  when  the  airplane  aUchted  In 
the  aea  near  the  Danlah  tramp 
steamer  Mary.  In  talking  of  the 
voyage  Liieut.-Commander  Orieve 
aald  today  that  In  his  opinion  the 
future  of  aerial  navigation  Ilea  in  the 
perfection  of  wlrelesa  equipment  for 
airplanes  by  which  the  machines 
may  be  guided. 

Describing  weather  conditions  aiid 
how  his  airplane  ran  Into  strong 
northeasterly  winds,  Harry  O.  Haw- 
ker said  to  a  representative  of  The 
Dally  Mail: 

"The  weather  was  no  hindrance, 
and  we  should  have  made  the  flight 
but  for  the  trouble  occasioned  by  the 
water  boiling  In  our  cooling  systenr. 
We  could  have  got  through  the  worst 
of  the  weather  in  a  couple  of  hours." 

"The  wireless  was  not  a  great  suc- 
oeas,"  Lleut.-Commander  Orieve  said. 
"On  starting  we  found  the  spark  very 
feeble  and  only  a  small  amperage 
obtainable,  owing  to  the  un^eraised 
propeller  used  fo  drive  it,  I  sent  out 
messages  every  haJf  hodr.  and.  think 
they  should  have  been  heard  If  Any 
ship  had  been  near  enough,  but  never 
had  any  reply.  My  chief  object  was 
to  let  them  know  we  were  still  in  the 
air.  During  the  last  few  houra,  when 
the  engine  was  throttled  down,  the 
speed  of  the  machino  was  insufflcient 
to  drive  the  wireless  equipment,  and 
no  spark  could  be  generated,  biit  I 
sent  H.  O.  S.  signals  every  15  min- 
utes oii  an  ott  chance  of  the  ^spifflr 
operating. 

No    liellanoo  ,on   'Wireless 

"From  a  navigating  point  of  view 
I  placed  no  reliance  on  the  wireless 
other  than  as  a  means  of  asking  the 
positions  of  such  ships  as  we  might 
pass.  The  ships  had  previously  been 
asked  by  wireless  from  St.  John's  to 
make  known  their  position  if  they 
saw  UB  by  day  or  our  lights  by  night. 
As  wo  saw  no  vessels,  no  light  was 
fired.  One  vessel  has  reported  hav- 
ing seen  a  light,  but  the  observers 
on  board  have  described  the  red  glow 
of  the  exhaust. 

"We  preferred  to  navigate  chiefly 
by  celestial  observations,  and  my  po- 
sition as  I  worked  it  out  by  the  stars 
was  virtually  correct,  I  found  when 
picked  up.  I  used  a  cloud  horizon 
instead  of  a  sea  horizon,  as  the  sun 
was  hardly  visible  at  any  time  we 
were  In  the  air.  During  the  first  few 
hours  after  leaving  we  passed  over 
fog  banks.  The  clouds  below  wera 
like  a  sea,  giving  a  perfect  horizon. 
I  had  only  to  judge  our  distance 
above  them  and  take  the  sun  as  on  a 
sea  horizon.  About  7  o'clock,  Green- 
wich time,  T  saw  the  sea  for  a  few 
seconds  through  a.  hole  in  the  fog  or 
cloudbank.  I  obtained  some  idea  of 
the  drift  of  the  machine  by  noting 
the  breaking  waves  through  the  drift 
indicator.  We  were  then  at  a  height 
of  4,000  feet  and  climbing,  the  drift 
being  10  degrees  to  the  right  of  our 
course,  which  I  had  already  allowed 
for  on  startinir,  owing  to  the  north- 
west wind  that  was  blowing. 

"Up  to  10:15  o'clock  we  steered  to 
make  a  true  east  course,  not  mag- 
netic east.  During  that  period  I 
took  sights  every  hour.  At  11:15  I 
made  out  that  we  were  400  miles 
from  St.  John's.  We  then  altered  our 
course  to  north  73  degrees  east,  true, 
to  keep  in  the  track  of  ships,  which 
we  should  Just  have  entered  at  that 
time.  The,  clouds  were  badly  broken 
up,  and  made  sights  impossible  until 
about  1:38,  when  I  managed  to  get 
the  polo  star  down  to  flat  piece  of 
cloud  and  was  surprised  to  And  we 
wore  about  160  miles  south  of  the 
course.  We  Immediately  altered  our 
course  a  little  to  the  northward  to 
counteract  this  drift,  but  from  a 
further  sight,  obtained  half  an  hour 
later.  T  found  we  were  atlll  setting 
southward,  'and  realizing  that  a  very 
strong  northerly  gale  must  have  been 
blowing,  made  a  decided  alteration  to 
the  northward  and  worked  the  ma- 
chine up  to  latitude  50  degrees  north 
and  into  the  track  followed  by  ships." 
Water  Up  to  Knors

"X  had  to  Uugh."  said'  Hawker, 
"wbott  one  big  wave,  a  real  bis  one.

shining.  It  Uftod  us  right  o«l  and  I 
saw  the  trailing  odgo  of  tho  top 
plane  break  clean  away.? 

Hawkor  said  they  apont  tholr  time 
discusaina  how  the  Mary  was  handled, 
and  whether  she  could  salvo  tho  ma- 
chine and  its  appliances.  All  of  this 
Umo  the  little  boat  carried  by  the 
Sopwiteh  machine  waa  afloat  bosido 
the  pkuie,  dancing  al>out  like  a  cork. 

"When  tho  ohip'a  boat  reached  the 
pUne."  said  Hawker,  "she  banged 
right  Into  the  machine,  ahd  we 
hopped  on  t>oard.  The  ship  slung  a 
rope  out  and  hauled  the  boat  back 
and  we  climbed  aboard  the  Mary. 

"We  had  b6en  waiting  so  long  that 
we  felt  calkmsod  to  the  whole  thing. 
W  ehad  a  jolly  good  feeling  when  we 
saw  the  ship  messing  about.  L<ook- 
Ing  for  a  ship  for  two.  hours  and  be- 
ing seasick  the  whole  time  waa  not 
very  merry  and  bright." 

"We  certainly  had  a  feeling  of 
thankfulness  and  relief  when  we  saw 
the  ship."  said  Grieve.  "After  that 
we  werj  all  right.  The  machine  was 
floating  well  on  her  general  buoyancy. 
Even  the  engines  held  air,  and  there 
were,  of  course,  also  air  placea  in  the 
planes  and   petrol  tanks." 

The  ifl^men  were  received  by  King 
George  at  Buckingham  Palace  today. 
King  George  bestowed  on  Hawker 
and  Orieve  the  insignU  of  the  Air 
Force  Corps.  They  are  the  first  actual 
rectplenU  of  this  order.  The  cross  is 
a  new  honor  which  Is  bestowed  for 
"devotion  to  duty."

Technical  details  are  relegated  to 
the  annex  and  in  the  following  or- 
der:

Rules  as  to  lights  and  signals  and 
rules  of  the  air. 

Certlflcates  of  competency,  includ- 
ing medical  requirements.

The  aeronautical  commission  of  the 
Peace  Conference  grew  out  of  the 
International  convention  on  aerial 
navigation,  which  was  called  by  the 
French  Government  In  March  quite 
independent  of  the  peace  conference 
itself.  The  convention  drawn  up  by 
it  will  be  submitted  to  the  suspreme 
council  as  part  of  the  Peace  Con- 
ference work,  and,  In  the  case  of 
the  United  States,  to  Its  diplomatic

STUDENTS  OF  YALE 

CLASH  WITH  MOBS 

NEW  HAVEN,  Conn..  May  28. — The 
riot  which  kept  this  city  in  an  uproar 
most  of  last  night  was  attributed  to- 
day by  Mayor  Titzgerald  to  "Bolshe- 
vik" elements,  which  had  taken  ad- 
vantage of  a  minor  clash  between 
discharged  service  men  and  Tale  un- 
dergraduats  caused  by  unconfirmed 
reports  that  Tale  men  had  hissed  the 
102nd   Regiment   Band. 

Throughout  the  night  the  college 
authorities  had  complete  control  over 
the  students,  keeping  them  within  the 
dormitories. 

Those  students  who  figured  in 
fights  were  such  as  were  caught  upon 
the  streets  by  the  mobs  while  re- 
turning from  theatres  or  dances. 

Although  the  pAlice  were  vigilant 
they  could  not  for  hours  prevent 
.clashes,  nor  could  they  fathom  the 
reasons  for  the  semblance  of  organ- 
ized  attack. 

The  police  reports  showed  five 
young  men  hurt,  two  by  bullets,  none 
seriously,  and  about  a  dozen  detained 
pending  inquiries.  Considerable  win- 
dow  glass  was  broken. 

Several  reports  were  that  black- 
jacks were  used.  There  appeared  to 
be  few  ex-service  men  among  the 
disturbers. 

The  students'  council  today  in  a 
statement  expressed  the  opinion  that 
neither  service  men  nor  students  were 
responsible   for  last  night's  outbreak. 

GERMANS  MAKE  USE 

OF  PRINTING  TRAIN 

VERSAILLES.  May  28.— The  print- 
ing train  which  the  Germans  brought 
here,  and  in  which  they  had  been  put- 
ting into  type,  running  through  the 
presses  and  binding  into  pamphlet 
form,  their  counter-proposals  to  the 
peace  treaty  terms,  comprises  twelve 
cars. 

Steam  engines  and  dynamos  on  the 
train  provide  power  for  the  operation 
of  the  printing  machinery.  Tho 
printing  preos  is  the  flat  bed  type,  op- 
erated by  electricity.  Lithographio 
apparatus  form  a  part  of  the  equip- 
ment, as  does  a  photographic  hibora- 
tory.  including  proje^tng  apparatus. 
and  a  workshop.  By  special  con- 
trivance, the  operation  of  the  print- 
ing machlnory  in  passible  evon  whllo 
the  train  la  la  rapid  motion.

OTTAWA,  May  28. — Proflta  of  cold 
atorage  companies  were  before  the 
House  at  queation  time  today.  Mr. 
Archambault  asked  how  much  the 
Government  had  collected  from  the 
cold  storage  companies  under  the 
Order-In-Councll  limiting  their  pro- 
flta to  11  per  cent. 

Sir  Thomas  White:  "Persons,  firms, 
and  corporations  engaged  In  the 
slaughtering  of  livestock  •  and  the 
manufacture  of  products  therefrom 
liable  to  taxation  under  the  Order- 
In-Councll  of  March  9,  1»18,  are  as- 
sessable for  all  profits  In  excess  of 
15  per  cent  on  capital  and  one-half 
of  proflta  In  excess  of  seven  per  cent 
up  to  15  I^er  cent,  oV  such  capital. 

"Regulations  under  the  said  Order- 
In-Councll  were  In  efCect  from  Janu- 
ary 1,  19i8.  The  commissioner  of 
taxation  has  been  engaged  In  Investi- 
gating the  business  and  accounts  of 
all  persons  and  firms  and  corporations 
who  might  be  liable  to  assessment  un- 
der the  Order-in-Councll.  Those  in- 
vestigations are  not  completed,  but 
so  far  as  they  have  been  continued, 
they  do  not  disclose  profits  in  excess 
of  the  amount  exempted  by  the 
Order-ln-Councll. 

"Many  firms  and  companies  en- 
gaged in  the  business  concerned 
sustained  heavy  losses  during  the 
19 IS  calendar  year,  which  year  was 
most  unfavorable  to  the  pacHing  in- 
dustry." 

Mr.  James  Robb.  the  Chief  Liberal 
whip,  said  he  wished  to  direct  the 
attention  o^  the  Prime  Minister  to  the 
speech  from  the  throne,  in  which  a 
considerable  legislative  programme 
was  promised.  There  was  the  ques- 
tion of  the  franchise,  and  the  House 
had  been  in  session  three  months,  but 
as  yet  no  bill  had  been  Introduced. 

He  asked  when  the  House  might 
'expect  It.  He  also  asked -when  the 
Oovernment  would  open  up  vacant 
constituencies  so  that  five  which  were 
without  representatives  would  have 
the  opportunity  of  electing  members 
of  Parliament. 

Sir  Robert  Borden  replied  that  with 
regard  to  the  question  of  vacant  oon- 
stttuenciea  an  answer  had  already 
been  given  by  the  acting  Premier. 

With  regard  to  the  queation  of  the 
franchlae,  he  «Ud  he  was  unable  to 
give  an  answer  today.  He  bad  not 
yet  had  time  to  even  look  at  the 
papers  In  connection  with  the  matter.

THINKS  DOMINION ' 

WILL  BE  PROSPEROUS 

OTTAWA,  May  28, — That  Canada 
would  be  in  the  best  condition  of  any 
country  In  the  world  if  we  could  dur- 
ing the  next  three  years  maintain  our 
export  trade  at  Its  present  high  level, 
was  the  opinion  expressed  by  Mr. 
Lloyd  Harris,  head  of  the  Canadian 
trade  mission  in  London  In  the  course 
of  a  talk  with  representatives  of  tho 
press  today. 

Mr.  Harris  pointed  out  that  during 
1914  the  export  trade  of  the  Domin- 
ion amounted  to  1465,000,000.  In 
1918, 'owing  to  war  business  It  had 
grown  to  11,586,000,000.  While  he 
did  not  think  it  would  be  possible  to 
maintain  this  volume  of  export  busi- 
ness, he  indicated  that  the  success  of 
the  Dominion  depends  in  a  large 
measure  upon  our  ability  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  trade  within  the  Empire, 
with  neutral  countries  and  with 
countries  which  participated  in  the 
war  and  which  now  must  undergo  a 
process  of  reconstruction. 

Mr.  Harris  said  that  in  his  opinion

Also,  desplta 
whatever  out<?ry  might  be  ralaed, 
thiere  should  ha  a  price  set  on  wheat, 
not  the  $1.14  H  that  the  Saskatch- 
ewan grain  growers  are  asking,  but 
what  will  permit  a  fkir  profit  and  no 
more.  Bread  should  be  brought 
within  reasonable  price  Umlta.  First 
in  importance,  however,  are  auch 
commodities  aa  meata,  fish,  butter 
and  eggs.  In  addition,  whatever  tha 
authorities  do  should  extend  to  all 
of  what  are  known  as  the  neceesarles 
of  life.  The  agitation  for  intervention 
la  growing.  It  will  grow  still  farther 
until  the  time  comes  when  the  Gov-* 
ernment  must  take  action.  It  would 
be  the  height  of  wisdom  to  delay  no 
longer,  for  people  are  becoming  exas- 
perated.

OKANAGAN  ARE  GOOD 


Deputy  Minister  of  Agriculture 
Says  Growers  Are  Jubilant 
Over  Increasecl  Yield  and 
Higher  Prices. 


ExoelUnt  crop  prospecta  In  th« 
OkAiutsan  ar«  reported  by  Dr.  War- 
nock,  Deputy  MlnlBter  of  Agrlcultur«, 
who  returned  from  that  section  on 
Tmtfltr  following  a  short  trip  through 
the  district  which  gave  him  an  excel- 
lent Inalght  Into  existing  conditions. 
Orowars  there  predict  a  sixty  per  cent 
Increase  In  production  over  last  year, 
with  cllftiatlc  conditions  of  the  best 
possible  kind  for  the  growing  crops. 
The  fact,  too,  that  in  conjunction  with 
th«  flna  prospects  the  srowers  are  as- 
Bur«d  of  subaUntUUy  higher  prices 
for  the  product  than  prevailed  last 
year  baa  given  settlers  In  the  district 
every  reason  to  feel  pleased.  The 
higher  prices,  especially  for  small 
Crultii.  Is  the  result  of  the  great  de- 
mand from  Bastern  Jam  manufactur- 
ers, who  look  for  a  great  increase  in 
the  export  market  In  the  Old  Country. 

Dr.  Warnock  stated  that  the  work 
of  th«  Held  hortlcultarlsto  In  coral>at- 
tiag  the  fruit  pests,  especially  the  cod- 
Un  moth,  has  produced  excellent  re- 
sults In  protecting  the  trees.  Partlcu- 
larty  la  this  the  oaar  In  the  Baasmer- 
laad  geetlon,  where  the  tfeea  at*  leek* 
tag  rnKprnttmUr  healthy.

jM^rletlc  demonstration  at  Vernon  on 
May  U.  It  was  expected  that  Hon.  B. 
D.  Barrow,  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
would  be  prekent.  but  he  was  unahle 
to  do  rtb.  being  then  ba  his  northern 


trip.  The  people  of  the  section  are 
enthusiastic  over  the  coming  building 
of  the  C.N.R.  branch  lines,  which  will 
open  up  additional  country  for  settle- .

Varden  Company  is  now  seeking  disal- 
lowance of  the  Provincial  Act  by  the 
Federal  Government.

The  Empress  of  Russia  *reached 
William  Head  early  last  evening  from 
Vladivostok  with  Canadian  trobps  re- 
turning home.  Owing  to  two  cases  of 
smallnox  and  scarlet  fever  on  board 
the  men  must  be  quarantined  for  two 
weeks.  They  will  leave  the  transport 
today  and  will  go  through  the  fumi- 
gating baths  before  taking  up  their 
quarters  in  tents  which  are  being 
erected  at  William  Head. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  nothing  waa 
allowed  ,to  leave  the  ship  and  no  one 
was  permitted  to  go  aboard  after  she 
arrived,  the  names  of  the  sick  men 
were  not  procured.  No  offlcers'  names

PAHI8.  M«y  2S. — Fears  of  .aGer- 
man  attack  upon  Poland  were  ex- 
pressed today  by  Ignaco  Jan  Pader- 
ewskl,  the  Polish  Premier,  who  ar- 
rived  In  Paris  from  Warsaw  last 
night.

During  the  War  Dr.  Nichols  acted  aa 
chairman  of  the  Adviaory  Board  on 
Gas  Warfare  for  the  United  States, 
and  associated  with  him  were  some  of 
the  leading  experts  of  that  country.  It 
wait  the  work  of  this  board  to  go  tho 
enemy  one  Ijetter  in  the  way  of  manu- 
facturing, gases  for  ofTensive  purposes,.

Editors.  put>1iBherfl  and  newspaper 
writers  from  all  aectlons  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  will  convene  here 
on  AugUst  18  following  preliminary 
sessions  in  Portland  and  Seattle.

Mr.  Frank  P.  Goes,  of  the  editorial 
staff  of  The  Seattle  Post-Intelligencer 
and  chairman  of  the  Washington 
State  Preaa  Aaaoclatifn,  one  of  the 
liveat  newapaper  men  in  the  North- 
weat.  haa  been  in  the  city  during  the

that  about  100  delegates  to  the  North- 
western Editorial  Association,  con^ 
vening  in  Seattle  about  the  same  time, 
will  make  the  trip  over  to  Victoria 
during  the   big   conference.

Still  Required  Numb^  Not  En- 
rolled at  Government  Labor 
Bureau  for  Worlr  in  Straw- 
berry Fields. 


A  number  of  men  are  among  the 
applicants  at  the  Government  Labor 
Bureau,  Broughton  Street,  for  work  aa 
fruit  pickers,  and  with  their  wives 
will  be  leaving  In  a  few  daya  for 
the  strawberry  fields  In  the  Gordon 
Head  and  Keatings  diatricts.  Miss 
Marlett  reports  that  In  many  Instances 
these  applicants  are  returned  sol- 
diers, who  evidently  feel  that  they 
would  like  the  work  In  the  fields  as 
a  manner  of  "breaking  In"  to  steady 
employment.

DROWNING  ACCIDENT  AT

Univeralty      Student      Lost     Life     In

NANAIMO.  May  28.— Jack  Web- 
ater,  aon  of  Mr.  W.  O.  Webster,  Van- 
couver, waa  drowned  at  Great  Central 
Lake  on  Saturday  evening.  Jack, 
who  was  nineteen  years  of  age,  waa  a 
popular  atudent  at  the  B.  C.  Uni- 
veralty. Accompanied  by  hla  father 
and  younger  brother,  David,  he  waa 
engaged  In  flahing  when  the  boat  was 
dragged  Into  a  strong  current,  the  ex- 
istence of  which  was  unknown  to 
them,  and  upset.  Mr.  A.  M.  Green, 
of  Marigold  Post  Ofllce,  Saanlch,  who 
was  near  them,  attached  his  boat  to 
a  safety  wire  which  crossed  the 
mouth  of  the  stream  to  which  they 
had  been  drawn  and  crawled  along 
the  wire.  Jack,  who  was  a  strong 
swimmer,  had  attempted  to  save  his 
brother,  but  was  seiaed  with  cramp, 
and  sank.  Mr.  Green  plunged  In  and 
succeeded  In  reaching  the  younger 
boy,  whom  he  pulled  ashore,  with  the 
aid  of  a  branch.  He  applied  flrst  aid, 
and  having  resuscitated  him,  carried 
him  a  quarter  of  a  mile  through  the 
woods    to    the    hotel. 

Meanwhile,  Mr.  Webster  and  Jack 
were  rapidly  drawn  down  the  atream 
toward  the  faUs.  Mr.  Webster,  how- 
ever, waa  caught  In  a  aide-eddy  and 
brought  close  to  the  bank,  succeeding 
in  acrambling  aahore  in  an  exhauated 
condition.  Jack  was  borne  rapidly 
away,  only  his  hand  being  visible 
above  the  surface.

'As  matters  stand 
at  present.  If  a  faux  pas  is  made  by 
the  labor  organisations  in  the  course 
of  the  effort  to  better  conditions  for 
the  class,  the  mistake  is  seized  upon 
with  avidity  by  a  certain  section  of 
the  press  and  ^le  speakers  of  the  day, 
paraded   up   and    down    the   country, 
magnified,    distorted,   and   in   a   truly 
terrifying   condition    held    up   to    the< 
consideration    of    a    trembling    public 
aS  an   examjile   of  what  will   happen 
if  the  wicked  laborer  is  not  immedi- 
ately    chrbbed      into     submlssiveness 
again.     Tour  editorial  of  today  speaks 
of  the  "lay-mind"  In  connection  with 
the   subject   of   collective    bargaining. 
The    con'clusioh    to    be    drawn    from 
such  a  use  of  the  term  Is  that  col- 
lective   bargaining   is   a   subject   con- 
cerning which   your   good. self     and 
your   readers   have   hitherto    had    ne 
concern.     It  is  referred  to  aa,  oiie  of 
the  bl&ck  arts,  vi  It  were.    As  a  mat«- 
tar    of    fa6t    collective    bargalnl^   la 
the  very  essence  of  trades  unionism. 
It  Iqoms  very  large  In   the  thotlghts 
of    every    organised    worker    and      la 
ever  present  In   the  dreams  of  those 
who  are  not  yet  organised.     The  ex- 
planation of  such  elementary  planks 
in  the  platform  of  the  workers  would 
be  one  of  tha  uses  to  which  such  a 
fund  as  I  have  reference  to  would  be 
put. 

There  Is,  however  one  ray  of 
hope.  If  present  appearances  may 
be  trusted  the  party  system  threatens 
to  fall  to  pMoas.  IndkM^tloas  are  not 
lacking  that  the  public,  habitually 
apathetic  save  when  scare  political 
advertlaements  galvanise  them  Into 
aation  at  election  times,  are  beginning 
to  realize  that  more  good  to  the  com- 
munity will  result  from  the  election 
to  Parllam^t  of  men  of  Independent 
and  broad  ^1et(r8,  than  in  the  send- 
ing there  of  a  aet  of  automatons  who 
vote  and  spieak  only  ais  the  man  who 
pays  the  pip^  says  they  must.  When 
the  expressed  wishes  of  any  large 
section  of  the  people  receive  not  a 
bored  hearing  but  a  modicum  of 
genuine  sympathetic  apd  intelligent 
thought  and  discussion  then  you  will 
finO  that  the  worker  Is  not  behind- 
hand In  loyally  foregoing  the  con- 
sideration of  some  of  his  ideals  that 
those  of  the  rest  may  ha^e  a  square 
ahake.  At  present  so  far  as  Parlia- 
mentary "discussion  and  action  In 
connection  with  his  most  pressing 
needs  are  opneemed  he  la,  In  Canada, 
much  in  tha  poaltlbn  of  Lasaraua  at 
Dives'  able.  Hence  some  of  the  uh- 
rest.

Fortunately  I  reached  the 
bottom  with  one  hand  the  water 
being  only  half  way  up  my  face. 
I  was  then  at  an  angle  and  dM  not 
wish  to  get  wet  all  over  aa  I  bad 
auita  *  few  mllea  of  travel  before  I 
could  reach  our  old  camp,  wbero  •! 
knew  that  tbere  was  plenty  of  fire- 
wood cut  and  plenty  of  spruce  boughs 
for.  a  bed. 

The  following  is  what  I  desire  to 
impress  upon  the  feaders.  T  yet  Ha9 
my  '  snowshoes  on.  They  are  much 
in  th^ .  way  when  ,.one  la  caught  In 
such  a  position.  The  dog  saw  that  I 
waa  in  trouble.  He  started  whining 
and  crylbg  like  a  child  and  rushed  to 
my  side  grabbed  my  over  shirt  and 
pulled,  I  know  that  he  thought  that 
he  Waa  not  makltig  much  headway  so 
he  rushed  to  my  other  aide  and  took 
hold  of  It  still  crying  and  whliyng 
and  kept  on  pulling.  When  I  'did 
ultimately  get  backed  out  that  dog 
ran  around  me  and  virtually  laQgbed 
find  Jumped  for  Joy. 

Don't  tell  me  that  all  dogs  have  no 
appreciation  of  kindness  and  are  void 
of  understanding.  That  dog  proved 
to  my  mind  that  he  did  appreciate 
tbe  kindness  thbt  I  had^extended  to 
him.  We  admire  the  intelligence  of 
a  horse,  but  I  think  that  even  the 
most  enthusiastic  admirer  of  that 
noble  animal  will  agree  with  me  tHat' 
a  horse  would  not  understand  as  the 
dog  m  question  did.

The 
only  way  to  bring  them  down  was  to 
fire  promiscuously  into  the  air  with 
a  .303  as  a  flock  pMsed  overhead. 
They  invariably  flew  at  about  1,000 
feet,  and  v«rr  tvw  were  ever  hit. 

Btaek  geese  aboaaded  at  Takrit.  on 
the  Tigris,  but  they  had  a  bad  habit 
of  Sylng  over  the  river  nrben  alarmed, 
when  It  was  impoesibis  to  retrleva 
them  if  they  fell  into  tha  watjOr.  ow- 
ing to  the  tremendous  current.

on  a  tour  of  the  Okanagan  Valley. 
«d  who  happened  to  be  in  Vernon 
on  that  day.  was  asked  to  speak  in- 
stead. 

He  said  there  was  no  greater  oppor- 
tunity for  the  merchant  marine  than 
in  BritUh  Columbia.  The  Province 
had  a  coast  line  of  7,000  miles,  and 
there  were  immense  possibilities  for 
iU  mineral,  lumber  and  Ashing  Indus- 
tries. 80  far  as  deep  sea  mattw* 
were  concerned*,  they  were  bundina 
vessels  now  which  might  be  oboelets 
in  a  very  few  years,  but  steel  ships 
could  also  be  constructed  In  tho  Prov- 
ince, and  It  was  essentUl  that  these 
ships  should  have  erews  of  one  na- 
tionality, one  blood  and  one  flag.  This 
could  only  be  accomplished  by  mak- 
ing their  young  boys  Into  sailors  who 
could  take  Iheir  plaeea  la  tlio  mer- 
chant marine.

iumpitkm  arises  from  eonfaslns  very 
difterant  classes  of  offenees. 

Of  the  three  main  qpestions  which 
the  ConmisaiOB  was*  called  upon  to 
consider,  the  first  was  "Ought  the 
authors  of  the  war,  the  agents  pro- 
Toeateurs  of  this  monstroaa  crime, 
and  among  them  the  ex-Kalser,  to 
be  proceeded  against?"  Partly  owing 
to  tha  existence  of  obvious  legal 
dliBculties,  bat  still  more  for  reasons 
of  axpadlaney,  the  answer  of  the 
CommlMrton  waa  "No."  Where  would 
the  inquiry  necessitated  by  such  a 
charge  begin,  where  end?  What 
limits  would  there  be  to  such  an  in- 
veatlgatian,  jembarrassing  even  to  the 
most  indnaUrlotdl  htetortan?  Anyone 
familiar  with  the  literature  of  the 
subject  knowa  that  no  two  inquirers 
into  the  genesis  of  the  war  ttart 
from  the  aame  point,  and  that  many 
of  them  roam  far-and  wide  and  into 
remote  times  in  search  of  the  prim- 
ary causes. 

The  second  qneation  ifas,  "Ought 
the  violations  of  the  Treaty  of  18S9 
a*  to  Belgium  and  that  of  1867  as 
to  Iiuxemburg  be  made  the-  basis  of 
criminal  charges  against  the  ex- 
Kalser  and  his  accomplices  In  those 
gross  breaches  of  good  faith?"  Again 
for  reasons  of  expediency,  as  well  as 
owing  to  legal  obstacles  and  the .  Im- 
perfections of  international  law,  the 
Cfommlssion  said  "No";  they  merely 
recommended  that  tner^  should  be 
a  formal  condemnation  by  the  Con- 
ference of  those  shameless  violations 
Of  public  law. — — ~ 

But  to  the  third  question,  "Should 
proceedings  be  taken  against  the  cxv 
JCalaer'^  for  'the  long  series  of  foul 
crimes  committed  in-  Belgium  and 
France  and  on  the  high  seas  against 
combatants  and  civilians,  and  alleged 
tor  have  been  approved  or  condoned 
by  him?"  the  majority  gave  a  clear 
answer.  "All  persons  belonging  to 
enemy  countries,  without  distinction 
of  rank,  including  chiefs  of  State 
Cthat  is.  in  particular,  the  ex-Kaiser) 
who  have  been  guilty  of  offences 
against  the  laws  and  customs  of  wal- 
or  the  laws  of  humanity,  are  liable 
to  criminal  prosecution."  Avoiding 
Interminable  Inquiries,  of  necessity 
largely  political,  the  majority  de- 
clared that  he  is  not  ^bove  the  laws 
of  the  countries  Invaaed  or  wronged 
which  he  trampled  under  foot. 
ADcveA  iBvioiabiUty 

The  chief  difference  between  the 
dtaJority  (including  the  British  rep-* 
rssantatives)  and  the  representatives 
of  the  United  SUtes  is  that  the  latter 
view  the  ex-Kaiser  as  •  inviolable — 
that  their  "reservations"  state  the 
aaorosanet  character  of  the  B2m- 
perers.  Kings,  and  heads  of  States 
in  terma  unconseiously  reproducing 
veiT  much  the  language  of  the 
champions  of  the  Divine  right  of 
kings  of  the  Kth  and  17th  centuries. 
There  is  apparently  an  unqualitled 
Msertion  of  the  doctrine  that  no 
sovereign  jcan  be  punished  for  acts, 
however   heinous,   committed  outside 


his  dominions,  except  by  his  own 
people  and  in  aeoordance  with  their 
Ooastltution.  .       * 

To  quote  the  text  of  tMb  American 
"R«i^nr4Uoos":  "La  loi  d'apres  U- 
qoalle  eat  responsable  le  Chef  de 
I'Btat  est  la  loi  de  son  pays,  non  pas 
la  loi  d'un  pays  stranger  ou  d'un 
group  de  pajrs."  Conceive  a  Mexican 
president,  Comqmnder-in -Chief  of  a 
Mexican  army,  at  war  with  tha 
United  States  ordering  their  soldiers 
to  be  *  tortured  or  otherwise  mal- 
treated. We  can  imagine  the  grim 
retort  of  Mr.  Secretary  LAnsing  if  he 
went  told  in  answer  to  complaints, 
"the  United  States  must  look  to  re- 
dress to  the  Mexican  Leglslaiure  and 
Tribunals."  The  onus  resu  with 
those  who  allege  the  Inviolability  or 
Immunity  from  criminal  law  of  the 
ex-Kalser.  The  American  "reserva- 
tions" do  not  suggest  tliat  there  is 
any  precedent  in  favor  of  such  im- 
munity. They  mention.  It  is  true, 
ttte  decision  well  known  to  all  law- 
yers, in  "the  Exchequer  versus 
McFadden"  (7  Cranch  11<).  But  by 
some  strange  Inadvertence  they  omit 
dtlng  the  only  words  in  the  Judgment 
which  are  directly  in  point.  Chief 
Justice  Marshall  discusses  the  prin- 
ciple underlying  tlie  cases  estab- 
lishing the  immunity  of  %  foreign 
Sovereign  or  .his  ambassadors,  en- 
tering'or  remaining  In  a  country  with 
the  permission,  tacit  or  express,  of 
the  native  Soverellm.  He  proceeds 
to  deal  with  a  case  similar  to  that 
which   has  actually  taken   place. 

"Should  one  Sovereign  enter  the 
territory  of  another,  without  the  eon- 
sent  of  that  other,  expressed  or  im- 
plied, it  would  present  a  question 
which  does  not  appeajr  to  be  perfectly 
settled,  a  decision  of  which  is  not  ne- 
cessary to  any  conclusion  to  which  the 
Court  may  come  in  the  cause  under 
consideration;"  a  dictum  wfiich 
gives  no'  countenace  to  the  view 
that,  if  the  ex-Kaiser  upon  en- 
tering    France      had    expressely      or- 
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of  th««to  instruments  sUtes  that  by 
"laws  and  ^urtoBss  oc  tfnwr^-.Ma  ^»• 
derstood  "the  principle*  of  tha  law 
of  nations,  as  tliey  rtault  froih  the 
uaagea  estabMshod  among  olvlllaed 
peoples,  from  the  Uws  of  humanity, 
and  the  declaration  of  the  public 
oonseienoe."  Not  "the  arbitrary  Judg- 
ment of  the  mlUUry  commanders." 
but  such  rnlea  were  to  control  war- 
fare. These  conventions  were  not  a 
recital  of  moral  precepts,  but  a  re- 
capitulation of  rules  the  trisnsgr'ession 
of  which  was,  and  long  has  been, 
"^punishable — noUbly  in  the  case  of 
Wirs.  executed  by  the.Uaited  States 
Government  for  a  war  crime. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  "reservk- 
tions"  of  the  dissentient  minority 
admit  that  each  of  the  Allied  States 
might  punish  violations  of  the  Mtws 
and  customs  of  war,  and  that  they 
ipight  delegate  their  powers  to  a 
grand  tribunal. 

Jurisdlotlon    of    Traaty 

A  third  misconception  is  almost  as 
widely  different  as  the  two  above 
hamed.  The  proposal  to  establish 
an-  international  tribunal  Ip  criticised, 
without  reference  to  the  suggested 
articles  In  the  Treaty  of  Peace  con- 
ferring upon  it  complete  Jurisdiction 
and  all  necessary  ancillary  *  powers. 
Even  if  there  were  no  precedent  in 
the  lawj  and  usages  of  war  for  such 
a  Court,  a  treaty  to  which  all  States 
concerned  were  parties  would  re- 
move all  objection  to  it. 

Tet  a  fuKher  misconception  needs 
correction.  '  Not  in  the  spirit  of  re- 
venge, as  Is  sometimes  assumed,  or 
from  desire  to  humiliate  a  fallen 
foe,  but  to  mark  for  all  time — a  vis- 
ible warning  when  the  incidents  of 
the  great  war  are  blurred  or  faded 
or  forgotten — the  sense  of  an  in- 
comparable* wrong  is  it  well  to  say  to 
those  incriminated,  of  whatever 
station  they  may  be,  "You  shall  stand 
where  criminals  have  stood,  to  be 
acquitted  or  condemned  us  the  evi- 
dence may  warrant."  For  tho  first 
time  perhaps  in  the  interminable 
history  of  war  has  the  like  bt-en 
said,  with  authority,  and,  whatever 
the  issue  of  a  trial,  it  may  prove  a 
memorable    and    fruitful    saying.

ADOPTS  MEASURES 

DAWSON,  May  28. — The  Yukon 
Legislature  has  passed  an  act  to  ex- 
tend the  franchise  to  women  in  all 
territorial  elections  on  full  equality 
with  men,  and  has  menloriallzed  Ot- 
tawa to  grant  similar  rglhts  to  women 
in  all  future  Federal  elections  In  the 
territory. 

The  IjCglslature  has  passed  a  law 
forbidding  the  sale  of  liquors  within 
the  territory  after  September  1  next. 
A  plebiscite  on  the  future  liquor  policy, 
to  be  held  early  next  year,  has  been 
provided  for. 

A  tax.  on  a  sliding  scale  basis  of 
two  cents  to  two  dollars  per  skin  on 
various  varieties  of  fur  to  be  exported 
has  also  been  Imposed. 

A  daylight  saving  bill  has  been  ap- 
proved and  the  territory  now  has  the 
same  time  as  Alaska  and  British  Co- 
lumbia.

There 
are  regions  there  where  industries 
are  awaiting  developmant  to  which 
these  companlea  will  under  no  con- 
sideration tend  their  vessels  besause 
of  the  unknown  danger,  and  this 
CMiUQon  IF  grounded  oh  experlance  be- 
cause the  records  show  that  the  lose 
of  ships  and  cargoes  in  Alaskan 
waters  during  the  10-year  period 
from  1900  to  1916,  inclusive,  has 
averaged  more  than  1490,000  annual- 
ly. The  annual  report  of  the  super- 
intendent of  the  United  SUtes  Coast 
and  Geodetic  Survey  for  the  year 
1911  diaoloses  the  fact  that  there  are 
(87,000  square  statute  miles  of 
water  adjacent  to  Alaska  that  cannot 
be  surveyed  by  othar  than  vessels  of 
seagoing  sUie.        ^^ 

HEINSIATEINTOF 
mRACTS  PROMISED 


Chairman  Hurley,  of  U.  S. 
Shipping  Board  Promises 
/Remedy  for  Yards  on  Pacific 
Coast  Unjustly  Treated. 


WASHINGTON,  May  28.— Rein- 
statoment  of  contracts  with  FacMo 
Ceaat  shipyards  which  may  have  been 
Utijtistly  treated  in  the  cancellation 
of  orders  for  steel  ships  since  the 
signing  of  the  armistice  was  promised 
by  Chairman  Hurley  of  the  Shipping 
Board  at  a  conference  today  with 
West  Coast  shipbuilders  and  aen- 
ators  and  representatives  from  Cali- 
fornia. Waahlngton  and  Oregon. 

The  bullderii  told  the  shipping 
board  that  they  had  not  been  fairly 
treated  and  Mr.  Hurley  conceded  that 
probably  some  individual  injustices 
had  resulted  from  the  suspension  of 
oontracta.  ' 

Mr.  Harrison  Robinson,  of  San 
Francisco,  spokesman  for  the  build- 
erf,  said  1,748.948  tons  of  steel  vessels 
had  been  built  by  the  elghtaen 
Paeifio  Ooaat  yards  between  August 
8,  1917.  and  May  16,  1919,  or  66  per 
cent  of  the  total  production  ip  the 
United  States  during  that  time.  When 
it  came  to  cancellations,  he  said,  the 
board  had  left  the  yardfs  with  760,- 
000  tons  of  contracts,  cancelling  785,- 
^00  tons,  whereas  on  the  AtHintio 
Coast  2.260,000  tons  were  being  built. 
Pacific  Coast  costs,  he  said,  were  f  199 
a  ton.  while  at  Hog  Island  they  liad 
averaged  |286  per  ton  on  the  first 
aevanieen  shlpa. 

"We'll  not' know  the  cost  at  Ho^ 
island  until  twenty-five  or  thiry  ships 
have  h^en  built."  Chairman  Hurley 
tntarrt^tad  him.  "I  think  your  costs 
•re  a  little  high." 

Mr.  Robfioon  rejoined  that  tha 
Government  Was  furnishing  the  plant 
at  Hog  Island  and  had  to  provide  for 
other  costs  as  well  while  the  Pacific 
Coast  builders  were  taking  care  of 
themselves.

DENIES  THAT  BUENOS 

AYRES  IS  aOSED 

The  following  cablegranv  dated 
Buenos  Aires,  May  7,  1919.  has  been 
received  by  the  Consul  General  for 
tho  Argentine  Republic,  Ottawa,  from 
the  Minister-  of  Foreign  Affairs  for 
the  Republic: 

"Please  contradict  decisively  the 
report  that  the  port  of  Buenos  Aires 
is  closed,  for  the  reason  that  it  has 
been  engaged  regularly  for  more  than 
one  month  past,  in  all  its  usual  op- 
erations of  loading  and  unloading. 
During  this  time  ships  have  been  un- 
loading more  than  600,000  tons  and 
vessels  have  been  sailing  to  destin- 
ations with  full  cargo.  There  are  at 
the  present  time  in  the  port  of  Bue- 
nos Aires  170  vessels,  unloading  dally 
about  16,000  tons  and  loading  30,000 
tons.  On  these  vessels  3.000  seaport 
men  are  employed  day  and  night.  All 
operations  are  directed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment's proper  officials  so  that  all 
difficulties  caused  through  the  last 
strike  have  totally  disappeared.  The 
other  seaports  are  operating  as 
usual."

President  of  Confipany  States 
That  Railway  Conditions  in 
Siberia-  Make  Comnnercial 
Prospects  Too  Vague. 


LEVUTHAN  TYPE 

NOW  OUT  OF  FAVOR 

The  Daily  Mall,  London,  comments 
upon  the  replacement  of  lost  ton- 
nage, in  part,  as  follows:  Great 
changes  are  taking  place  in  transat- 
lantic travel.  No  new  leviathans  of 
the  type  of  the  torpedoed  White  Star 
liner  Britannic,  ot  48,000  tons  gross 
register,  and  the  Cunard  liner  Lusl- 
tania,  of  32,000  tons,  are  being  built. 
The  White  Star  had  under  construc- 
tion the  Homeric  when  the  war  broke 
out,  but  apart  from  this  single  excep- 
tion the  building  of  great  liners  is 
not  in  contemplation  by  dny  British 
company.  A  standard  vessel  of  the 
Franconia  type  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Cunard,  carrying  both  passengers 
and  cargo  and  probably  ell  driven. 
This  kind  of  vessel  will  '  be  put  in 
the  Liverpool- Now  York  service  when 
the  Aquitania  and  Mauretaoia  have 
been  transferred  to  thf  Sonthaihpton- 
New  York  servicS.  ^e  qaxt  addi- 
tions to  the  White  Star  fiaat  will  be 
five  vessels  ranging  from  10,000  to 
24,000  tons  each.  Luxury  travel  is 
not  to  be  the  first  consideration. 


ADDING  ROOMS  TO 

YUKON  STEAMERS 

Sixteen  rooms  are  being  built  on 
the  steamers  Casca  and  Yukon,  two 
vessels  of  tho  White  Pass  §t  Yukon 
Railway,  plying  on  the  Yukon  River, 
to  lake  care  of  the  unusual  number 
of  tourlHts  wRb  are  going  on  tho 
"Midnight  Sun  Excursion"  next 
month.  Mr.  Cliff.  Rogers,  purchas- 
ing agent  for  the  company,  is  in  Van- 
couver from  Seattle  purchasing  fur- 
nishing .  for  these  rooms.  U  will 
mean  an  expenditure  of  about  1700 
in  small   furniahings. 

Tho  steamers  on  the  river  are  so 
constructed  that  additional  rooms  can 
be  btllH  as  required.  There  is  con- 
siderable room  aft  on  the  Texas  decks 
of  these  boats,  and  additions  are  be- 
ing ntade  from  time  to  time.

MAKE  NEW  RECORD 

Eight  steel  steamers,  aggregating: 
61,100  deadweight  tons,  have  been 
delivered  by  Portland  shipbuilders  so 
far  this  month,  establishing  a  recor^, 
according  to  tabulations  made  by 
Pred  B.  Pape,  assistant  manager  of 
steel  ship  construction  for  tho  Emer- 
gency Fleet  Corporation. 

A  record-breaking  fever  appears  to 
have  struck  steel  marine  construc- 
tion plants  of  the  Portland  zone  in 
May.  First  the  Northwest  Steel  Com- 
pany floated  a  hull  in  87  working 
days,  which  was  lowered  by  the  Col- 
umbia River  Shipbuilding  Corpora- 
tion in  launching  a  hull  27  days  after 
the  keel  waa  started,  while  the  G.  M. 
Standifer  Construction  Corporation 
launched  the  Wawalona  fully  rigged 
and  with  her  whistle  blowing;  thon 
the  Columbia  River  Yard  finished  its 
record  hull,  the  City  of  Eureka,  in  a 
total  of  S7  days.

VANCOUVER,  May  29.— Lieut.- 
Col.  F.  H.  Cunningham.  Chief  In- 
spector of  Dominion  Fisheries  for 
British  Columbia,  states  that  during 
the  past  two .  or  three  weeks  con- 
aideration  has  been  given  to  the  ap- 
plicatltms  received  from  returned 
soldiers  for  salmon  seining  licences 
in  the  waters  of  British  Columbia  for 
the  season  of  1919.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  application  were  re- 
ceived, but  In  the  Interests  of  con- 
servation only  a  comparatively  small 
percentage  of  the  total  number  could 
receive  favorable  consideration,  and 
about  25  per  cent,  have  bssn  granted.

•wlga'  h*ve  b«eOAie  A  VAlAAblA  p*a- 
eaalon.  From  being  alaa0st  a  'throw- 
away  in  thf  aealakln  httalneW,  th«y 
aold  two  wAeka  ago  for  An  Averngs 
price  of  |tf  apleoe.  Some  years  of 
expertmantlhg  with  the  wig  pelt,  the 
invetitlon  of  new  nia«hin*ry  for  their 
haitdltng,  the  discovery  of  new  pro- 
ceaaea  for  their  dreasing  and  dyeing.

Dye  Methods  Here  SAoaad* 

"The  London  aa4  Parte  bnyera 
were  among  the  high  blddera  on  both 
the  average  aealakina  and  the'  Wiga, 
and  thia  apeaka  more  eloquently  for 
the  aucoeaa  of  the  St.  Louhi.  dye 
methoda  of  handling  theae  pelts  than 
any  other  comment  pould.  I40ndon 
uaed  to  dreaa  and  dye  the  aenlafclna 
and  Paris  used  to  buy  from  London. 
"Theie  were  some  10,000  Alaska 
aealakina  in  thia  spring  sale,  and  the 
trade  said  that  they  could  have  ab- 
aorbed.at  leaat  iO  per  cent,  more  with 
ease  and  proflt.  It  |a  expeotOd  thAt 
there  will  be  aome  iS.OfO  in  the 
September  eale,  and  already  many 
are  flguritig  on  what  they  will  bring 
fotfr  montha  hence. 

"The  enormoua  price  of  -S  1,021  a 
pelt  waa  Dald  at  this  «Ua  for  Rua- 
aian  aable,  the  lot  of  teh  saatehed 
aklna  bringing  S  10,250 — a  eomtorjt- 
Able  little  fortune  for  aome  folks. 
I  Connolsaev-.a  in  aablea  aald  that  they 
were  poslttvely  the  flneat  that  they 
had  ever  aeen  or  handled.  That  they 
should  be  ahlpped  to  St.  Louis  and 
there  And  their  beat  market  ia  evi- 
dence enough  that  St.'  Loula  dom- 
inatea  the  flneat  aa  well  aa  the  largeat' 
fur  intereats  in  the  world.  These 
came  from  Bergounin,  m  dlatrlct  in' 
Siberia,  not  far  from  Iikutak,  and  it 
took  aome  three  months  for  them  to 
get  from   Irkutsk  to  St.   Loula 

"Another  atartling  advance  in  price 
waa  when  a  New  Tor  dealer  paid 
S210  for  marten,  or  Hi^dsoa  Bsiy 
aable,  aa  they  arc  knowa  td  the 
woman  who  weara  then..  At  the  Jan- 
uary sale  SSI  pelt  were  cast  into  thd 
disca.-d;  and  a  SOT  waa  top  notch; 
but  ao  fine,  or  fully  furred,  ao  ex- 
ceptionally choice  waa  thia  special 
lot  that  all  tradttiohal  prioea.  all 
former  standards  of  value  for  thia 
pelt  were  oaat  into  the  diacard:  and 
a  new  record  made  for  'home-grown' 
mart(>n.  One  huni* -cd  and  fifty  per 
cent  advance  iTaa  the  oflleial  market 
quotation  on  this;  whHe  th*'  Russian 
aablea  advanced  In  the  market— and 
In  publlo  esteem-.-100  per  cent. 

"Other  nenaational  tncreaaea  In 
value  during  the  paat  two  weeks  were 
when  ti:ch  regiatered  an  advance  ^f 
100  per  cent  Be  it  noted  thkt  thia 
fltch  came  from  the  aunny  alopea  of 
the  French  Pyreneee,  a  dietrtct  with 
which  we  do  not  usuclly  aaaociate 
fura  and  trapping.  But  from  thote 
akme  aunny  mountain  alopos  'they 
are  high  enough  to  have  perpetual 
tsnow  upon  their  upper  reachea — 
come  aome  very  flne  stone  marten, 
the"  fltch.  already  mentioned,  and 
some  foxes. 

Ringtail  cats  were  conaidered  a  12S 
por  cent,  better  buy  now  than  three 
months  ago.  Now.  thto  Ja  not  a 
tabby  eat.  nor  a  houae  cat,  nor  yet 
a  wildcat.  It  ta  a  wild  ATHmal,  about 
tho  slae  of  a  mink,  and  with  a  tall 
•bout  th<x  siie  of  a  mink,  and  with  a 
tail  about  as  Ions  a«  the  body,  well 
marked  with  rings.  The  fashion  of 
the  alugle-aklh  Vhoker'  «iollar  ta 
doubtleia  reaponalble  for  thia  audden 
rise  in  the  flhancial  world  of  the 
ringtail  oat;  bat  that  it  ahould  more 
than  double  ita  price  Waa  remarkahle, 
to  aay  the  leaat  of  It. 
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flApecUlly  as  A^ttraUa 
been  olooely  loysf  to  the 
country,  and  there  are  three  or  four 
LiTAttA  fur  aalea  current  right  now. 
But  CurkAg  the  war,  when  thg  enemy 
WoehAMT  the  Brlttah  ooasU.  Aua- 
trallA  ahl^l^  to  the  m.  Ix>Hta 
— ^-Itrti  xf^_ii»  Fr>nctaoi>.  Mpt  the 
profltabte  habit,  and  evidently  in- 
tenda  to  keep  right  on  shipplnj  here. 
AusfiAllAA  fA*.  wmUabr,  wombat, 
ringtgtf  'opfcmmn,  •«<»  AuatraUan 
opoaiulh  alt  aold  at  advanced  prices, 
ranghig  front '  10  p«r  cent  for  the 
fox  IB  00  per  oent^  for  tho  ringtail 
opoMttAl»  and  SO  per  cent,  for  the 
AustraMAn  opoaaum. 

"For  long  Australia  hiyf  has  de- 
bated whether  tho  AustmUaa  rabWta 
were  an  asset  or  a  liability.  With 
the  shipment  of  10.000  roiinds  of 
New  ZeaUnd  and  lOO.OOO  pounds  of 
Auatralian  rabbit  to  the  St.  L«uia 
market,  and  receipt  of  a  IS  per  cent, 
advance  over  the  prevloua  pricea  re- 
ceived here,  there  would  seem  but 
one  answer  to  tha^  question:  The 
Australian  rabbit  akin  makea  a  good 
felt,  which  our  own  American  bunny 
lalla  to  do.  Furthermore,  the  Aua- 
tnLlian  rabbit  la  the  parent  or  origin 
Of  several  of  the  ao-called  imitation 
tvttmi  th*t  is.  a  cheap  fur  so  treated. 
It  takes  on  a  semblance  (albeit  it  ia 
oftanthnee  but  a  faint  aemblance)  of 
soinO  hior*  exp4aalve  pelt. 

"American  ingenuity  has  Invented 
aaaohlnery  for  ita  handling,  shearing, 
flreaalng.  dyeing,  etc.;  so  that  there 
ta  a  wider  market  for  the  pelt  and  a 
w|^r  held  of  fur  available  for  the 
ultimate  eonsumer  as  a  consequence. 
Formerly  those  rabbit  pelts  went  to 
Aiatwerp  for  shearing,  dreesing  and 
dyeing  and  to  London  for  their  sales 
fnarket.  Now  all  that  ill  handled  on 
A  lAtgAr  seAls  more  profltahly  and 
more  effectively  in  the  United  SUtes, 
<irith  a  due  meed  of  praise  therefore 
to  the  chterftrlso  of  the  American  fur 
dCAler  and  manufacturer. 

"Interesting  it  was  to  tAIk  with 
abme  of  the  Australiaoa  present  on 
the  International  Fur  Bxehange. 
They  are  «ager  for  closer  business 
relation*  with  "the  States."  and  make 
aome  cogent  comments  thereon.  For 
one  thing,  they  said  that  they  be- 
lieved, that  Australia  would  event- 
ually do  business  in  dollars  and  cents. 
Just  aa  Canada  does.  They  find  oon- 
tn  underatanding 
our  estimates,  since  they  make 
quotationa  in  pence  and  we  make 
oura  in  doUari  and  cents.  Thuk  when 
we  quote  SI  they  would  quote  48 
pence;  hence,  the  deelre  for  the 
change,  which  they  believe  would 
much  facilitate  business  between  the 
two   continents. 

Vaat  Money  Involved 

"The  weight  of  the  flnaneial  tran- 
sactions Involved  in  such  a  sale,  in- 
trigued the  Japanebo  gentlemen  pres- 
ent mightily.     One  of  them  inquired 
juat  how  mueA  money  in  dollara  and 
cents  it  took  to  "awing"  such  a  aale. 
And  he   knew  how  to  flsure  back  to 
the  high  cost  of  living  for  the  trap- 
per,   and    trace    every     step     in     the 
progress     of     the     pelts     until     they 
chaOged  owners  on  the  exchange  and 
lateif     reached     their     ultimate     dea- 
tlnation.    Going   carefully   over   each 
and  every  item,  thia  Japaneae  acholar 
and  fur  trader  came  to  the  oonoluaion 
that  there   was  at   leaat   SIOO.OOO.OOO 
involved    in    this    sale— ror    that    the 
motive   power  of  this  vast  sum   waa 
required  to  put  in  motion  the  energy 
and   bualneaa  co-operation   demanded 
by  Ouch  a  huge  tranaaotion.  And  his 
flguring.  was  hot  very  far  off  after  all. 
"The    Siberians   who   came   to   the 
aale     proved     extremely     intereating. 
They  came  to  see,  to  study,^  and  they 
remained      to      admire.     Incidentally, 
they   each    and   severally    said     that 
the  reports  of  the  distress  in  Siberia, 
are    greatly    exaggerated.     Siberia    le 
largely     farming     country;     there     ta 
abundance   of  buttOr  and   farm   pro- 
ducts, wheat  and  meat.  But  what  is 
lacking   is   manufactured    soods,   and 
tke  representatives  of  several   of  the 
co-operative  .  unions  brought  Siberian 
fura— ermine,    sables,     squirrel,     kol- 
insky,   white    fox,    marmot,    etc. — to 
St.  IiOttis  for  sale;  and  sent  back  to 
Siberia  from  aalea  proceeds  over  0,000 
pieoit*     of     agricultural      machinery, 
more  than  200,000  pairs  of  boots,  a 
large    quantity    of    both    woolen    and 
cotton  cloths,  and  other  merchandise 
dlflleult    or    impossible    to   obtain    In 
their  own  counirles. 

"Siberia,  being  a  farmer's  country, 
has  n6t  succumbed  to  Bolshevism  aa 
haa  Rusala.  Hence  they  have  main- 
tained law  and  order  In  their  diR- 
tricta,  have  pursued  their  wonted 
and  peace  time  pursuits,  have  farmed 
and  fur-trapped,  and  are  therefore 
In  a  position  to  purchase  American 
maehinery  and  manufactured  goods 
from  the  proceeda  of  their  fur  trade 
with  St.  Louta  and  the  American 
market. 

"One  could  go  on  almost  tn- 
deflnltely  recounting  the  interesting 
people  and  incidents  that  are  juat  a> 
part  of  the  daily  occurrences  on  the 
International  Fur  Exchange.  For 
whafe  there  are  gathered  together  on 
one  spot  and  under  one  roof  many 
men  of  many  minds  and  of  many 
countries,  the  exchange  and  inter- 
change of  opinions,  methoda,  pollctea 
and  politics  cannot  fail  to  'be  of 
in tenae. Interest  and  immensely  help- 
ful to  all  concerned. 

PAria  la  Ontahono 

"Sobtb  America,  ao  long  under  the 
trade  domination  of  Burope,  dia- 
covered  that  the  St.  Louis  market 
offered  opportunltiea  that  tho  entire 
Kurepean  Continent  could  not  match 
or  meet.
